Realizing the gravity of 
the filiation the board h year 
considered seriously the proposition 
to clow. It was finally decided, 
however, to keep the school open 
until the matter could be laid be* 
fore tin- Legislature.

For over 
two hundred years no evidence or 
ini imai urn of the doubtful author- 
ship nl Shakespeare's plays was 
produced. When Bacon was sug- 
gested aa the author of the plays, 
the Arena conducted a long con- 
troversy entitled " Bacon vs. Shake- 
speare," which was unhesitatingly 

concluded in favor of Shakespeare.

rwo yea Dr. OrviUe 

\\ Owen, .ii Detroit, lirsi made 
public the result <>r Ins eight m- 
mure years si inly of Shakespeare 
;iinl Bacon. He has discovered ;i 
cipher by means nl which, within 
all these works may be read an 
unknown number of other works, 
and what appears t" be the true 
historj ni I'r.incis Bacon. As fast 
as i In - arc being unfolded 

they arc being published; the sixth 
volume is new in preparation. 
Bacon's motive for disguising Ins 
authorship and for using this cipher

Siillivans' inquiry into " The 
Future of the East." 

The recent war between China 
and Japan, and the unexpected re- 
sults, have caused statesmen and 
diplomats to think deeply. The 

dawn of the world, the birth of 

civilization, was in Asia, and on 
this soil grew and decayed the great 
and proud empires of old. The 
beginnings of poetry , literature, art,

The Anglo Saxon race is destined 
to rule the world : it may some day 
rule Asia. Russia owns a large 
part of Northern Asia, and England 
rules India in the south. These 
two nations are quietly absorbing 
more and more of Asiatic dominions 
and their actions have aroused the 
suspicion of other powers. Persia, 
Turkey and Siam will probablj be 
absorbed bj Russia, and the open 
Ing of the next ceutury will see 
Asia divided into three great stales
